Two specific revenue allocations 


from bond retirement were made 
—Increased revenue from a tight- 
er use tax and taxes from an 
additional 12 days of racing at 
Hot Springs' OaTdawn Park. 


The use tax income has been 


estimated at from $500,000 to $1 
million a year; the race track 
revenue at from $250,000 to $375, 
000. 
If the maximum estimates 


are correct, these two sources 
would produce almost enough 
revenue to service the first $20 
million in bonds. 


Frank Storey, secretary of the 


Board of Finance said debt ser- 
vice on $20 million worth of 20- 
year bonds would run $1,344,400 
if the interest rate is 3 per cenl 
and $1,471.600 if the rate is 4 per 
cent. Storey said the actual in- 
terest rate should fall between 
and 4 per cent.

Storey said the 
Board of Finance would work 
carefully to assure that the bonds 
were issued at a tmie to get the 
best possible interest rate. 


Although the total authorization 


is for 60 million, the 1961 Legis- 
lature appropriated onl $35 mil- 
lion of the money — representing 
those bonds which can be sold 
before the 1963 Legislature meets. 
The 64th General Assembly will 
take another look at the bond 
proposition. It could eithe rrepeal 
the bond bill, wiping out the re- 
maining $25 million bond author- 
ization of appropriate the money 
if it felt more bonds we're needed. 


The 1961 Legislature appropriat-

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-The Ar 


k a n s a s Highway Commissio 
moved today to try to' solve tw 
of its most pressing bridge pn 
blems on the Arkansas River.
